It took an American 
historian to provide an answer. . : 


The historian is Mr E, Norman 
Gardiner, whose book, Athletics 
of the Ancient World, has an ex- 
haustive chapter on the cumuln- 
tive evidence on the origin of 
football. - ee ¢ 


Mr Gardiner traces its remote 
past in England to an earliest 
reference dated 1050 A. D. Goins 
further back into history, Mr Gar- 
diner traces tt back to Ancient 
China in G00 B.C., where, he says, 
‘ft was of one time a rage over 
many parts of:the country. 


_ Tho old Chinese same, accord- 
ing to one manuscript, was “too 
exhausting and undighified for an 
emperor.” Teams were: chosen on 
the field. cuptains elected, by gen- 
eral acclaim and then began a 
system known ar the “seventy 

\ kicks and the dilbbles.” 


Exactly how the game Was 
played is unfortunately rot pre- 
served in any record though 49 
book of rules has been unearthed 
describing variova fouls that 
could be committed. © °° 


Piecing together the available 
evidence, it seems that individual 
players. ,had-to dribble through 
their opposite numbers’ ‘on the 
other tdam and, this accomplish- 
ed, cach player had a kick over a 
silken cord suspended between 
two bamboo pelea at a_height of 
more than 80. feet from the 
ground. Each player then also 
took ‘2 kick simed at an aperture

He dreamed of political 
power and, falling to reach it, won 
considerable influence Jn literature. 


Tiring of bis paper, he found 
buyers who were more anxious to 
acquire a medium of: opinion than 
to examine its finanecs.: Among the

This tunnel is part of a_gencral 
policy of the British Post Office to 
put trunk, toll and junction cables 
underground. Deep tunnels are a 
useful alternative for carrying cables 
when the ground under the road is 
congested with the many items which 
are essential in a city lke London— 
gas mains, electricity’ mains, water 
‘mains, passenger subways and

ARRIS, born in Wales, for some 


reason allowed it to be thought -

14) to make use of the. scholarship 
for Cambridge which he had won, he 
ran off to the United States with £50 
given him as compensation. He ar- 
rived just in time to help with the 
building of Brooklyn Bridge. 

His’ adventures as an Indian 
fighter. and cattle rustler- . were 
probably apocryphal, but he secms 
to have atudicd Jaw at Kansas 


Unlversity, and to ‘have been a re-* ; 


porter in Philadelphia. ¢ 

Europe called. He reached it by 
two routes, westwards by San Fran- 
cisco in the company of a half-caste

ATER he went to the univer- 
sities, of Heidelberg and Goct- 
tinyen. Ever contemptuous of 
academic I¢arning, he was able to 
instruct one German professor on 
the relative merits of Shnokespeare 
and Goethe, and, at the request of 
another, addressed the class on the 
merits of chastity. 

He swallowed 60: grains of bella- 
donna, enough ‘to kill 60 ordinary 
men, and, while visiting Greece, dis= 
covered the tomb of the Sacred Band 
of Thebes, a feat which history mis- 
takenly attributes to Schliemann. 

Such was the background, in fact 
and fable, of the young man who 
chme roaring into London to edit 
its newspapers and outsmart its 
financiers.

Revolution In 


Nicaragua 


San Juan, Puerto Rico, Oct. 3. 
—The newspaper El Imparcial 
published na story today saying 
that “blood is running: . in 
Managua ‘strects” and that re- 
volutjon was spreading in Nica- 
ragua. 


The government’ prosecutor 
demanded tha death penalty for 
five of the youths and 30-year 
prison: terms for the remaining 
four,but the seven boys and 
two girls, possibly because Rri- 
tish and American embassy 
observers were du the court- 
room, got off with relativelv 
light gaol sentences. 

Miss Richards, representing the 
World . Federation - of. Democratic 
‘Youth, went to Spain In August to 
attend. the court-martial and 
examine: the background of the 
cases which stirred protests from de 
mocratie groups all over the world. 
Originally, the World. Federation of 
Democratic Youth had Intended to 
send a delegation of seven, including 
two -well-known internitlonal law=- 
yera, but Spiin refused to grant visas 
te more than .Miss Hichards. 

When. Miss Richards reached 
Spnin, ehe learned the Franco 
fovernment had advanced the date 
of the trinl and it had been held 
on July 28. Sentences ‘had becn an- 
nounced, and she was denied per- 
mission to visit the young prisoncrs. 

The two girls. were in Ventas 
Women's prison in Madrid and the 
seven boys were in the gaol at 
Burgos, probably awalting shipment 
to the prison colony in the Canary 
Islands, 


+ Three Targets 


Miss Richards said she verifled the 
following facts about what’ happened: 
The seven students, selected three 
objects in Madrid to bomb os a 
protest against Fascism and the 
rising cost of Ilving. Isabel Toralba, 
who evidently was one of the 
lenders, secured ‘three thome-majde 
petards about the size of ‘hand 
erenadcs, and on the night of April 
20, 1046, they split Into three groups 
and headed for ‘the targets, 
Taryet number one was the 
Falango building on Calle de Tra- 
falger. A night «watchman was on 
duty, so they moved down the street 
‘and put their tiny bomb ‘outside 
n Falange children’s restaurant as 
their second choice. Tho bomb 
sphittered, but did not go off.- 
Target number two -was a_con- 
fectionery store on Calle Bravo 
Murilio displaying black market 
food. A bomb was carefully placed 
in front of the window. It also 
fizzled but did not explode. 
Target number three was . the 
Leonese .Buttery .on Pasco Relna 
Victoria. Two students carefully
